his nation at peace, the international scene relatively quiei, 
and the American people more united and hopeful than at any 
time since the golden Camelot ear of John F. Kennedy. 

Now the president has taken steps to end the imperial 
presidency, a sharp contrast to the lust for power that 
triggered Watergate. He has demonstrated openness, modes¬ 
ty and good character, even admitting he has been wrong. He 
has moved to end bureaucratic waste and reform the govern¬ 
ment, formulate an energy policy, seek a sensible unclear 
policy, and end unemployment. His has been an interesting 
amalgam of raw evangelism, olive branch waving, hope and

Part-time work 
poses SS problem

Dear John: I am retired 
under Social Security, but I 
earned about $3,000 in addi¬ 
tion during 1976. I never can 
seem to keep straight how 
this works and do I havo to 
report the earnings and how? 
— Puzzled Senior 

Dear Puzzled: The govern¬ 
ment seems to keep changing 
the rules on these things and 
it is no disgrace for anyone to 
be puzzled. 

Of course you will have to 
report it, by April 15, 1977. 
Retirees were only allowed to 
earn $2,760 in 1976 without 
losing benefits. So you will 
lose $120 in benefits, half of 
the difference. You lose 50 
cents for each dollar earned 
over the $2,760. 

Also, if these earnings were 
considered self-employment 
by Internal Revenue (mean¬ 
ing that there was no with¬ 
holding tax paid by you), you 
will have to pay 7.9 per cent of 
the amount earned in self- 
employment tax, even though 
you are retired. 

This tax is not deductible 
from your income tax be¬ 
cause it is considered retire¬ 
ment benefit for you and will 
be reflected in increase in 
your Social Security even¬ 
tually. 


You are also expected to 
estimate such earnings dur¬ 
ing the current year so that 
deductions can be made from 
your checks for any months 
in which you may earn more 
than $230. Any variations will 
be adjusted in the next year. 

Dear John: I see in your 
column a widow woman, 61, 
is looking for a good man. 

I am that man, maybe, 62 
years old and recently re¬ 
tired. I have a retirement of 
about $800 a month. My wife 
divorced me and now I am all 
alone.

I am trying to pick up 
where I left off, and hope to 
do so before long.

foliage. Stomach poisons are 
also mixed with things a pest 
likes to eat, to attract it to eat 
the poison. Such stomach poi¬ 
sons are available for ants 
and earwigs, among others. 

Contact poisons kill by 
coming into contact with 
some part of the insect’s 
body. This is done either by 
directly hitting an insect with 
the spray, or by covering the 
surface of some foliage the 
pest is likely to walk over. 

To make all this just a bit 
simpler, the way contact poi¬ 
sons work makes them equal¬ 
ly effective against both 
chewing and sucking insects, 
and most modern pesticides 
are effective both as stomach 
and contact poisons. This 
eliminates the need for the 
backyard gardener to spend 
hours attempting to analyze 
the feeding patterns of each 
insect he plans to destroy. 

When deciding on a garden 
pesticide, the home gardener 
should decide on whether he 
wants to use a systemic pesti¬ 
cide. Systemic pesticides are 
a very special category of 
stomach and contact poisons. 

They are called systemics be¬ 
cause the chemical, applied 
to the foliage, is actually ab¬ 
sorbed into the plant’s system 
and renders the entire plant 
temporarily poisonous to 
ALL who would feed upon it. 

Now this is a marvelous de¬ 
velopment in the field of in¬ 
sect and disease control of 
plants, but involves obvious 
dangers. 

I must admit to using a sys¬ 
temic on my roses, which 
otherwise seem to be overrun 
with crawlies. I use one which 
contains both a pesticide and 
a fungicide, so that it will 
control not only all manner of 
chewing and sucking insects, 
as well as boring insects, but 
also various fungus diseases 
. that roses can. be prone to..

International affairs gave support to C.R.O.P., 
UNICEF, CARE, raised money to purchase piglets for the 
children of the Phillipines to further their education, raised 
money for the victims of the earthquake in Italy, collected 
over 200 lbs. of books for the Kentucky Book Project, sent 
boxes of items to Magnolia Club, our sister club located in 
Tokyo, Japan. Inemational supper was held with foreign ex¬ 
change students as guests. French lessons were conducted for 
club members, and a Pinata Party was held for children to 
familiarize them with the customs of Christmas in foreign 
countries. The activities of the-Home Life department in¬ 
clude the annual senior citizens’ Christmas Party, collection 
of toys for needy tots, nursing home and senior citizen con¬ 
cern. 

In Public Affairs, programs were held on personal and 
home protection, safety for children with our own Safety Bug 
conducting the program, helped in the annual census taking of 
the town, participated in the Bicentennial Parade, conducted 
Flag Day programs in the elementary schools, held a contest 
with top prize being Town Manager for a day, took part in the 
town-wide Haloween safety program, with the results being a 
safe Haloween for our children. 

A special program was held on alcoholism in women, 
school bus tour was held with the continuing interest of our 
children's safety, Operation Identification was held to per¬ 
sonalize items against theft ... The Education Department 
held a book fair with all proceeds going to the town libraries. 
Books were also donated to the libraries. Monthly meetings 
were held, with discussion of new books, and the collection of 
Post cereal box tops for playground equipment for our 
children. 

A fashion show was held, with all proceeds donated to the 
Scholarship Fund, providing scholarships for Agawam 
seniors. Members of the Club also took part in the flu clinics 
helds to town, worked at the rabbi clinics, took part in the 
census taking, held a softball game with the town officials, 
assisted the Mental Health Association of Springfield with the 
Home Box Project, assisted with the Bicentennial Arts and 
Crafts Show, and held an Art Festival show. Special 
programs were held on Lupus, to familiarize residents with 
the deadly disease. Victims of Lupus were present to answer 
questions and contribute their knowledge of this relatively 
new and deadly disease that strikes mainly women of 
childhearing age. 

The Agawam Junior Women’s Club has made progress in 
many areas this past year and we have had good foundations 
so that we may continue into the 1977-78 administration. The 
object of the Club, which was founded in 1957, is mutual help¬ 
fulness, the advancement of public welfare and the promotion 
of the civic.and cultural interests of the women of our town.
